C. M. Sapsford, university lec- 
turer in industrial engineering, 
identified the child as his foster 
son Keith, 14. 


“All-my son wanted to do was 
to see the world,” said Saps- 
ford. “‘He had itchy feet. His de- 
termination to see how the rest 
of the world lives has cost him 
his life.”” 


Sapsford said the boy had run 
away before, and he anf his 
wife took him around the world

Tories Press 
Own Tax Plan 


MONTREAL (CP) — Oppo- 
sition Leader Robert Stanfield 
has called all Canadians to 
unite in a fight to the finish 
against the federal govern- 
ment’s white paper on tax 
reforms and has proposed 
that low-income groups be 
given tax rebates for eco- 
nomic assistance; 

Stanfield. told the annual 
congress of. the Quebec wing 
of the Progressive Conserva- 
tive party during the weekend 
that the federal government 
should provide $85,000,000 in 
tax rebates to help Canadians 
whom the Canada Ecqnomic 
Council considers poor. 

He called on the Liberal 
government to show proof of 
good intent in its budget 
scheduled to be tabled next 
month “by providing income 
tax rebates for all families 
considered economically un- 
derprivileged.” 

Stanfield proposed a three- 
point -plan for economic 
assistance ; 

@ A reimbursement of 100 
per cent of taxes paid by 
persons living in poverty, that 
is, families of two earning 
less than $3,000 a year or 
families of four earning less 
than $4,200; 

@ A reimbursement of 530 
per cent of taxes paid by 
persons earning up to $200 
more than those in the 
poverty category; 

@ A reimbursement of 25 
per ‘cent of taxes. paid by 
persons earning $200 to $300 
more than those living in 
poverty. 

“This proposal would pro- 
vide assistance ... to about 
1,500,000 taxpayers,” Mr. 
Stanfield said. 


He said changes proposed in 
the white paper tabled. last 
fall by Finance Minister BE. J. 
Benson would “impose a very 
heavy load on Canadian tax- 
payers and result in a serious 
blow to-our economy.”

Mail Ban 
To Israel 


LONDON (CP) — 
Eight European airlines 
temporarily banned 
freight or mail to Israel 
in a continent-wide 
security clampdown 
today. Passenger lug- 
gage for Middle East 
flights. was opened at 
several airports. 


Strengthened police details 
patrolled corridors and lobbies 
of air terminals in a. search 
for possible saboteurs. Airline 
official and pilots’ associations 
hastily called meetings to 
discuss security measures. 

Stringent precautions were 
thrown around London's 
Heathrow, Airport and. senior 
Officials of 53 airlines using 
the airport debated how to 
prevent more bomb blasts on 
Israel-bound planes. 


Passenger baggage was 
searched and- all travellers to 
Tel Aviv were asked to 
identify their luggage before 
it-was stowed aboard flights 
for Israel. Eight Tel Aviv 
flights were scheduled out of 
Heathrow during the day, 
three of them direct. 

Officials of the 53. airlines 
spent the morning discussing 
how to frustrate sabotage 
attempts following the crash 
Saturday of a Swiss jet flying 
to Tel Aviv. The four-engined 
Coronado came down near the 
Swiss-German border with a 
loss of 47 lives. 

In London, British Overseas 
Airways Corp., and British 
European Airways banned 
freight to Israel. 
lines with cargo bans included 
Air France, Swissair, Royal 
Dutch Airlines, Lufthansa of 
West Germany, Austrian Air- 
lines and Sabena of Belgium. 

In Switzerland, police and 
customs officials swarmed 
around passengers and par- 
cels headed for the Middle 
East from Zurich and Geneva 
airports. 

Danish police guarding Kas- 
trup International Airport at 
Copenhagen were weighing 
whether to ask army help to 
protect Israel-bound flights 

At Reim Airport in Munich, 
Germany, where one person 
was killed in an attack on an 
Israeli El Al plane Feb. 10, 
police armed with automatic 
pistols guarded El Al. passen- 
ger buses.

This ‘‘close for the sell,” as 
it’s: known in correspondence 
school merchandising courses, 
is usually Phase Two of Jim 
McCrossan’s pro f essionally 
programmed pitch for the 
Victoria of Tomorrow.

“I've never seen such a 
clear need for a city to map 
out where it's going,”’ he says 
gravely.

“The fog of narrow ‘sec- 
tional interests still shrouds 
us.

You still hear people who 
rationalize that this is. a 
tourist centre or a retirement 
centre and that that’s enough. 
But look at the facts. Tourism 
is a brief summer spasm, a 
drop in the bucket in our over- 
all revenue. A high percent- 
age of the people who retire 
here are in the low income 


groups, tied down to food, 
rent, clothes, the absolute 
necessities. 


“Who'd begrudge some poor 
old chap the right to end out 
his years here? No one! But 
we must be aware that 
they’re a drag economically, 
that they’re passengers. Infla- 
tion hits the old people on 
fixed incomes brutally, but 
they’re not alone. People tend 
to be paid less here than they 
are anywhere else in Canada 
with the possible exception of 
the Maritimes. It’s a Victoria 
philosophy, you might say, to 
pay less...” 

McCrossan digs in a desk 
drawer, produces the relevant 
statistics that 
stantly on hand to document 
his thesis. They show, at last 
tally, that average weekly 
wages in Victoria were $6.37 
less. than the Canadian aver- 
age, $16.28 less than the 
British Columbia average, 
$13.19 less than Vancouver, 
$10.32 less’ than Toronto, 
$33.36 less than Sudbury, 
Ontario.

Much of the hawking of un- 
wanted and unordered goods by 
mail order firms depends on the 
prospective customer’s ignorance of 
his rights and responsibilities — or 
lack of them — when confronted 
with an unexpected delivery and 
bill. Mr. Peterson’s measure should 
make it plain that the householder 
has no responsibility at all in regard 
to such goods — either to pay for 
them or return them to the sender. 
Whether the merchandise is opened 
for inspeetion or not, the recipient 
should be able to leave it out in the 
rain or consign it to the trash 
burner without any further respon- 
sibility. 

Many of the uses of the 
unordered goods gambit go far 
beyond a mere high-pressure sales 
gimmick, and resort to outright 
chicanery: The best cure would be a 
total ‘lack of response or profit 


of —urging—some— individuals to — 


purchase more and assume greater 
debts than they can reasonably 
afford, and at the same time it helps 
to create a larger consumer demand 
at a time when prices are rising so 
rapidly-as to imperil-the stability of 
the currency. 


The fact that the epidemic of 
credit cards and similar facilities has 
been ‘accompanied in some cases by 
a heavy advertising campaign de- 
signed to stimulate buying with the 
new aids has further intensified 
their inflationary effects. Used with 
reasonable restraint, the credit card 
system is a great convenience for 
buyers; but proliferated under 
forced-draft advertising it becomes 
a social and economic hazard. 


In proposing to move against 
these two devices, Mr. Peterson is 
giving legislative recognition to 
their adverse effects. Insofar as 
they can be curbed without infring- 
ing basic human rights the Attor- 
ney-General should get the full 
support of the Legislature. 


The Drive for Law Reform 


Te ATMOSPHERE JUSTICE 


Minister John Turner created 
around his introduction of the bill to 
establish a federal law reform com- 
mission fosters the hope that many 
of the inequalities in our law—a 
number of them attributable 
directly to changing times—will be 
subjected to rigorous investigation 
and early correction. The minister 
shows no inclination to let sleeping 
dogs lie, partly, no doubt, because 
he realize that the dogs which 
have been sleeping are waking up. 

It is significant that one of his 
comments in &> piresst..2..- 
immediately following introduction 
of the bill concerned those failings 
in our system which make a 
person’s financial strength an ele- 
ment in the dispensation of the law. 
“Tt becomes a crime,” says the 
minister, “to be poor in public— 
that’s ‘what vagrancy is.” He also 
singled out theft and obscenity as 
well as yagraney as areas in which 


Canadian law has become obsolete. 

For the overhaul in depth, Mr. 
Turner says he wants “young tigers, 
between 35 and 45, young enough to 
have some juice, old enough to have 
made their mark,” commissioners 
who have vitality and enjoy wide- 
spread respect. 

The minister shows a-clear 
appreciation of the need to bring 
the law into step with the times if it 
is to hold the respect of the public. 
Without that respect it loses its 
basic democratic authority. ° The 
outline of the commission’s duties 
sketched by Mr. Turner indicates 
the task to which its members will 
be directed—the redrafting of the 
Criminal Code, the laws on evidence 
and public administration law, to 
start with. And it is his conviction 
that the reform commission will 
ensure that “the law will never 
stand still again.” 


A substantial number of Cana- 
dians will hope he is right. 


A Responsible Conservative Voice 


CONSERVATIVE LEADER 

Robert Stanfield has given some 
good advice concerning the White 
Paper on taxation that should be 
followed by. his own party, along 
with other Canadians. Speaking in 
Kingston, Mr.—Stanfield said the 
Conservatives should not see them- 
selves “allied to some of the hys- 
terical groups_around the country 
criticizing the Benson proposals.” In 
place of mere shouting Mr. Stanfield 
advocates vigorous but responsible 
criticism, 

In times of social change a great 
deal of emotionalism is encountered 
in place of sober reason. The White 
Paper on taxation has engendered 
one of the most important debates 


in recent Canadian history. and the 
public has not yet heard all the evi- 
dence. Like most human documents, 
the White Paper contains good pro- 
posals and questionable ones. 


Mr. Stanfield is often criticized 
for not being forceful in presenting 
hiis views; perhaps this is part of the 
price of responsible opposition. If 
Canada is to obtain justified eco- 
nomic reforms. the debate on the 
White Paper should continue until 
all sides of the question are aired. 
While Mr. Stanfield is not in favor 
of the government tax reforms him- 
self, he shows fair-play and reason- 
ableness in calling for democratic 
debate.

QUALITY OF LIFE

‘Never Had More and Enjoyed It Less 


yf anyone doubts the latent and ter- 
rible power of the democratic pro- 
cess let him observe the public’s sudden 
concern with pollu- 
tion’ Even a year ago 
it was hardly an 
issue in politics, no 
more than a_ faint 
, Smudge of factory 
smoke on the hori- 
zon, a tiny smear of 
tanker oil on the sea. 
Today it is every- 
body’s urgent per- 
sonal business, the 
humblest housewife’s 
nagging detergent worry. 

So the politicians, scrambling to catch 
up with ~ the people, announce brave, 
half-baked plans to cleanse the air and 
water right away, as if the debris 
accumulated for a century could be 
removed overnight. It would be comical, 
this instaneous discovery of the obvious, 
if it did not involve the life, or death, of 
our civilization. In any case, it is 
encouraging to the democrat. It shows 
that the people have ‘more wisdom than 
most politicians imagined. For the first 
tithe since the last world war “participa- 
tion” ceases to be an electoral gimmick 
and turns into a living force. 

But with all the speeches, the 
statistics, the horrors and the breast- 
beating, the discovery of a worldwide 
crisis is not yet complete. We have 
hardly begun to understand the true 
dimensions of the crisis. Nor the fact 
that pollution, in a physical sense, is 
only one aspect of a much larger crisis, 
non-physical and therefore more com- 
plex. 


Pollution Potential 


We assume, tor instance, that with a 
little common sense and a lot of money, 
North America can rescue its environ- 
ment from final ruin. While this is 
doubtless true (though the cost will be 
gigantic) what about the other conti- 
nents? What happens. when blessings of 
modern technology spread to the poor, 
underdeveloped countries and their jn- 
creasing billions of inhabitants pour 
additional poisons into the oceans and 
atmosphere? Who, on any continent, 
can escape the general contagion? 

The layman must leave that aspect of 
the problem to the scientists, but the 
scientists cannot solve another and 
deeper aspect. Stewart Alsop, an able 
reporter, describes it as the ‘‘mysterious 
American disease.” Writing in News- 
week, he says that the United States is 
like a man who has just emerged from a 
medical check-up apparently in perfect 
health and feels miserable all the time. 

Any doctor of medicine must be 
baffled. The doctor of economics finds 
that the patient is more wealthy than 
ever and hence should be happier, as Dr. 
Karl Marx promised ‘long ago. The 
doctor of politics, Richard Nixon, 
undertakes a further diagnosis and 
solemnly announces that “af heart the 
issue is the effectiveness of govern- 
ment.” A touch of heart trouble, that’s 
all. 


Indetinable Ache 


Still the patient feels miserable and 
suspects. that the doctors have misread 
the symptoms. He is not aching in his 
body, his purse or his politics but in his 
mind, his spirit or some other region 
difficult ;to locate. 

On second thoughts, however, Dr. 
Nixon also suspects that the combined 
political remedies so far known to his 
profession will no longer serve. This 
particular infection does not yield to the 
familiar antibiotics and perhaps cannot 
be cured by government after all. Rather 
desperately, because he can think of 
nothing better, he seizes on a rather 
shopworn cliche» and declares that 
America is suffering from the ‘‘quality” 
of its life. 

If. this seems too vague and ambigu- 
ous to be of much practical help, we 
should not discount it. For we are seeing 
here, whether we grasp it or not, a clean 
breakthrough in political thinking. :-No 
previous president ever said what Mr. 
Nixon says now, or anything like it, 


He says that the last decade produced _ 


the most rapid economic growth on 
record and yet “the greatest growth in 
crime, the greatest increase in inflation, 
the greatest social unrest in. America in 


a hundred years. Never has a nation 
seemed to have had more and enjoyed it 
less.” 

_ Those words, Jargely overlooked when 
they were spoken, should be engraved, 
someday, on Mr. Nixon's statue. They 
are not so eloquent, to be sure,—as 
Lincoln’s words at Gettysberg but 
essentially they mean the same thing. 
They mean that the ideal for which the 
Civil War was fought, and apparently 
won, are in danger again, from more 
subtle causes. 

At any rate, the cliche known as the 
quality of life is at the heart of the 
mysterious disease infecting Canada as 
well as its big neighbor. The people, long 
before their governments, and the young 
long before the old, have dimly realized 
that something even more serious than 
physical pollution has gone wrong. They 
have yet to realize the government alone 
cannot set it right and can be only their 
agent after they have made up their own 
minds. 

Mr. Nixon says the isspe is the 
effectiveness of government but he

seems to have learned better and knows 
that the issue is the effectiveness, or, 
more’ accurately, the morals of the 
ordinary man. 

Once the ordinary man truly wants a 
higher quality of life he will begin to get 
it by altering his own private living 
ways, not before. Once enough ordinary 
men agree that quality is more impor- 
tant than quantity, that environment is 
worth more than money, that self-disci- 
pline is preferable to anarchy and re- 
straint to surfeit, then they will force 
xovernment to grapple with the whole 
problem as it is already forced to 
grapple with the single aspect called 
pollution. 

Alas, we are not at this point yet. But 
when the president of the United States 
admits, as no predecessor admitted, that 
the sacred American Dream is betrayed 
and all the old, comfortable assumptions 
endangered, something very profound 
has happened. And when at last the 
disease is diagnosed as far more deadly 
than its physical symptoms, we may 
find a cure. ,

St. Margaret’s School 
May I draw to your attention several 
errors made by your representative in 
an article concerning St. Margaret's 
School published in the Times on 
Saturday, February 14. 


These érrors have caused concérn to 
the Board of Governors, to membefs of 
the staff, and to myself. Much of the 
subject matter is correct, but I feel it to 
be important that a truer picture of our 
school should be offered to the public. 


ERROR 1—“The school itself will! 
take on a new existence in buildings of 
concrete and glass now under construc- 
tion on 30 acres of land near Blenkinsop 
Lake.” 


CORRECTION—The building is pre- 
dominantly wood — the only concrete is 
in the foundation. 


ERROR 2—I am quoted as saying “I 
want it to be a place where kids can 
romp around and not have to take their 
shoes off,” and “I've become very 
involved with the school and the kids 
here in the last few years.” 

CORRECTION—The ideas expressed 
are basically correct, but I object very 
much to being quoted as using the words 
“kids”. I teach English to senior 
students, and I have a deep respect for 
the English language. This respect I 
attempt to convey to my students, and I 
never use such a term as “kids” when 
referring to children or students. The use 
of such a word is in fact anathema to 
me. 


ERROR 3—‘“Mrs. French said regard- 
less of their qualifications the school’s 13 
teachers are paid about half of what 
teachers in public schools receive.” 


CORRECTION—I did not state this. 
We have 30 teachers. 

I agreed with the reporter when he 
commented that members of our staff do 
not receive salaries as adequate as those 
received by public school teachers. But I 
attempted to emphasize the important 
fact that we therefore had on our staff 
some of the best teachers available 
anywhere. I am proud of our teachers. 
They are not salary conscious, but are 
women dedicated to their profession. 
They are highly qualified, and are 
prepared to relinquish large salaries 
because they feel that they can do a 
better teaching job in the small classes 
we have at St. Margaret's. 

Nevertheless, the Board of Governors 
has provided salaries lagging only 
slightly behind those of public school 
teachers, not half, as stated and each 
year an upward revision is made. The 
Board is well aware of the fine calibre of 
the staff, and makes this increase more 
than willingly, without waiting for the 
undignified procedure of negotiation to 
be carried. out. — (Mrs.) Lorna T.

Nixon Outlines New Missile Thinking 


SIDENT Nixon’s state of the 
world message to Congress had a 
good deal to say about the administra- 
tién’s thinking on 
missiles and the at- 
tempt to curb the 
strategic arms race. 
The tone of the mes-- 
sage was somewhat 
different from that of 
the president’s 
announcement of fur- 
ther deployment of 
the page! anti- 
ballistic le sys- 
tem. (ABM) in the 9 
earlier statement. He had said more 
about defence against China than about 
protecting missile installations _ from 
Soviet. strike forces. He had said, the 
initial PRase of Safeguard would be 
extended beyond the shielding of missiles 
against Soviet attack (so as to ensure 
retaliatory capacity) and would be 
designed to shelter some U.S. population- 
areas from missiles of the kind China 
is expected to have within the next few 
years. 

A measure of area defence does not 
necessarily afford. protection against 
more highly-developed Soviet weaponry, 
but critics made play with the fact that 
a rudimentary area defence could be 
seen by the Soviets as the first step 
toward a comprehensive protective sys- 
tem — something which is not provided 
for in the existing deterrent balance, 

(To the extent that one side succeeds 
in protecting its population, the other is 
deprived of the security of knowing that 
it can retaliate devastatingly to any 
attack. A U.S. move into area defence 
thus invites the development of Soviet 


weaponry sufficient to overcome the 
defensive missiles, or so it is argued.) 

After_ theearlier "statement on the 
ABM; the president was charged with 
inflating the Chinese threat, and substan- 
tially altering the justification for the 
defensive system. Against this, the state 
of the world message insists that the 
president has been consistent, that there 
was always provision for the Chinese 
aspect and that the Soviet threat is still 
basic. 

“I am even more convinced today 
that there is a serious threat to our 
retaliatory capacity in the form of the 
growing Soviet forces of intercontinental 
ballistic missiles and ballistic. missile 
submarines, ‘their multiple warhead 
program for the SS-9 missile, their 
apparent interest in improving the 
accuracy of their ICBM warheads and 
their development of a semi-orbital 
nuclear weapon system,’’ he writes. 


Above Requirements 


- The president stresses the buildup of 
Soviet missile strength, claiming it 
“clearly exceeds’’ the requirements of 
minimum deterrence. According to his 
estimate, the U.S. enters the 1970s with 
1,054 ICBMs and 656 submarine-launched 
ballistic missiles as against the Soviet 
Union’s 1,290 ICBMs and 300 submarine 
missiles. 


In the words of one administration 
official, ‘‘we can live with this,” on the 
basis of presently projected plans. After 
an exhaustive review of the situation, 
involving a change in the basic security 
criteria, it was decided to avoid any 
attempt to regain numerical superiority

tegic deployments “‘across. the’ board.” 
But, equally, the president rejected the 
idea of cutting back sharply and: placing 
sole reliance on the submarine-launched 
missiles- (the so-called blue-water 
approach). 

“Tf the U.S. unilaterally dropped out 
of the -strategic-arms competition, the 
Soviets might well seize the opportunity 
to step up their programs and achieve a 
significant margin of strategic superi- 
ority. The vigor and breadth of their 
current strategic-weapons programs and 
deployments . . . make such a possibility 
seem far from remote,’’ he wrote. 


“They might _ -also—paradoxically—— 


eliminate any Soviet incentives for an 
agreement to limit strategic arms, and 
would raise serious concerns among our 
allies. This is particularly true for our 
NATO allies .. .” 


The president gives an insight into his ~ 


preparations for. the Strategic Arms 
Limitation Talks (SALT) which com- 
menced late last year in Helsinki and are 
to resume in mid-April. A panel was 
established to isolate the basic issues 
and explore the various permutations’ of 
weapons. limitation. Out of this came 
three general categories of potential 
agreement. There might be a ceiling on 
missile development without any attempt 
to restrain improvements in quality; 
there might.be a ceiling and-an effort to 
prevent upgrading: .or, finally, there 
might be an attempt actually to limit the 
number of offensive forces. 


Favorable Reaction 


Following consultation with NATO 
allies, the talks began, and the Soviets 
reacted favorably to the administration’s 
approach. ‘We were able to develop an 
agreed work | program _ for further 
discussions without acrimony and in full 
awareness of the likely nature of such 
discussions."” 

Though the president has made his 
general position much clearer, some 
specific questions remain. In explaining 
the ABM decision, he refers to the 
Chinese threat, then adds: ‘‘Nor can we 
dismiss the possibility that other coun- 
tries may in the future acquire the 
capability to attack the U.S. with nuclear 
weapons. Today, any nuclear attack—no 
matter how .small; whether accidental, 
unauthorized or by design; by a super- 
power or by a country with only a primi- 
tive nuclear delivery: capability—would 
be a catastrophe for the U.S., no matter 
how devastating our ability to retaliate.” 

It has yet to be explained’ why the 
retaliatory capacity is not considered as 
much of a deterrent to a Chinese attack, 
or one by some nuclear newcomer, as it 
is to a Soviet attack. This is the 
implication of the move to area defence 
coupled with references to the Chinese 
threat. The supposition appears to be 
that the Chinese, or someone else, would 
launch missiles at the United States 
despite the huge U.S. retaliatory 
capacity, whereas the Soviet Union 
would desist from doing so.

An Editorial 


Foreign correspondents in 
Brazil report that a Vatican 
response to a dossier alleging 
the use of torture by Brazilian 
police against political prison- 
ers has been suppressed by 
the military government. 


The response was a letter 
from Cardinal Maurice Roy, 
president of the Pontifical 
Commission for Justice and 
Peace; it said hothing very 
inflammatory, but the cardi- 
nal at least took cognizance of 
the charges, 


It remains to be seen 
Whether the Vatican, or any- 
one else, will go further. The 
Brazilian Information Front, 
clandestine organization which 
is spokesman for several 
revolutionary groups, points 
out a contrast between world 
response to~ the Brazilian 
situation and that which fol- 
lowed disclosures about 
government abuse of human 
rights in Greece. 


* 


Following intensive investi- 
gations and widely published 
reports about these abuses, 
the Greek military regime 
was forced out of the Council 
of Europe — something less 
than condign punishment but 
at least a blow to the colonels’ 
prestige. It is clear, if only 
from the testimony of church- 
men, that Brazil's regime is 
guilty of committting crimes 
against its citizens, but no- 
body is making much fuss— 
not the media, the United 
Nations, the Organization of 
American States or the U.S. 
government. 


The Front explains the 
contrast by suggesting that 
Greece is recognized as the 
birthplace of Western culture, 
whereas Brazil is thought of 
only as the “backyard of the 
American empire.” 


The point gains vividness 
from these excerpts taken 
from a description by an 
anonymous prisoner of the 
process of interrogation he 
underwent in Sao Paulo last 
September: 


“When the prisoner arrives 
at the interrogation room he 
is told, after a few blows and 
kicks, to undress. If he 
refuses his clothes—are 
torn from his body. Naked, he 
is made to sit on the floor, 
bent forward, hands around 
the ankles. Generally, blanket 
strips are attached to wrists 
and ankles, where ropes are 
to be placed, in order to 
prevent lasting scars.

“After he has been tied 
securely in this position, a 
steel pole is passed under his 
knees and elbows; he is then 
lifted some five feet from the 
ground as the pole’s ends rest 
on two of the stools. In this 
position, one’s weight lies 
entirely on the knees and 
elbows, Then the shock ma- 
chines are put to work. 


“Tf, as is usual, a campaign 
telephone is used, the two 
wires that come out of the 
little box are attached to the 
most sensitive parts of the 
body. Normally, one of the 
poles is connected to a finger 
or toe while the other is 
moved from the tongue to the 
penis, then to the nose, the 
anus, the lips.. The shock 
produces a terrible pain and 
violent muscular contraction 


* 


“When the machine stops 
for a moment, the muscles 
relax and the body goes back 
to its original position. The 
shocks are $0 intense’ that if 
the prisoner’s mouth is not 
stuffed with a piece of cloth, — 
his tongue shrinks inside the 
mouth and he bites himself4o 
such a degree that for several 
days he is unable to speak or 
eat. The muscular—contrac- 
tions and the position in which 
the victim is kept for hours 
make him lose contro] over 
his bowels. and bladder, While 
he is hanging from the steel 
pole, he is also being beaten 
with sticks on the soles, 
buttocks and back. . .” 

It has to be said that this 
account comes from a com- 
mitted revolutionary source, 
and is anonymous. But it 
squares with other.accounts 
by foreigners who have left 
Brazil, as for example with 
the description given by Jean 
Talpe, a Belgian physicist, at 
a meeting Jan. 15 in Paris 
attended by Jean Paul Sartre 
and by a former governor of 
Pernambuco state in Brazil, 
Miguel Arraes. 

Perhaps the most  signifi- 
cant testimony at that meet- 
ing, however, came from 
economist Pierre Jalee, who 
itemized the extent of foreign 
— mostly American — control 
over the Brazilian economy, 
the profits*taken out of the 
country by foreign firms, the 
alliance. between the reaction- 
ary government and foreign 
investors which favors . ‘im- 
perialist integration of the 
Brazilian economy to the 
detriment’ of the majority of 
the people.”

Recently, virtually an entire issue of Rolling Stone, 
the rock world’s most authoritative journal, was devoted 
to an exhaustive inquest into the Rolling Stones’ farewell 
concert at Altamount, Calif. 

The free concert—ballyhooed by Mick Jagger as ‘‘a 
Christmas. and Hanukah Rite to American Youth’’— 
resulted in the murder of an armed black spectator by a 
gang of knife-wielding Hell’s Angels (hired for $500 in 
beer to protect the vulnerable Mick), three accidental 
deaths from various causes and enough bad vibrations to 
shake the rock establishment to its-foundations. 

As one participant lamented, ‘‘There was no love, no 
joy. It wasn't just the Angels. It was everybody. In 24 
hours we created all the problems of our society in one 
place: congestion, violence, dehumanization.” 


The picture that emerged of the rock establishment 
with its rapacious greed, its shifty, manipulative tactics, 
its utter unconcern for people’s lives and decencies and 
its incredible megalomania was worthy of a muckraking 
masterpiece on the Robber Barons.

The other side of the discontent with. counter-culture, 
represented«<by Salingerian pathos -over--breken—-dreams—— 
and busted ideals; was beautifully expressed by Ellen 
Willis, 27-year-ol@’rock critic of The New Yorker, writing 
recently in The New Yorker Review of Books. 

In a long, elegiac reflection, Miss Willis examined the 
myths and beliefs of the counter-culture through the 
lenses of two current’ films, “Easy Rider’’ and. “‘Alice’s 
Restaurant.” 


Her conclusion is that ‘‘at this point, hate and love 
seem to. be merging into a sense of cosmic failure, a 
pervasive feeling that everything is disintegrating, 
including the counter-culture itself, and that we really 
have nowhere to go.’’

Underscoring the sense of lost opportunities that 
haunts the current moment, Miss Willis finds the 
dominant mood crystallized in the phrases: ‘‘What went 
wrong? We blew it!’’ 


What clinches the argument for the decline and fall of 


, counter-culture is the fate of rock music, which was the 


catalyst that quickened this whoie world into being, 
sustained it and guided it through its short but kinky 
history. 

The fall of rock occurred at the same time as the fall 
of the hippie. It was in the winter of ‘'67-'68 that the 
Beatles (read John Lennon) decided to do an aboutface 
and retreat (with hip finesse) to their earlier manner, or 
even further to the music of the old masters who 
preceded them, like Buddy Holly, Chuck Berry, Little 
Richard and Elvis Presley. 

Rocking from the failure of their tedious home movie, 
“The Magical Mystery Tour,” growing alarmed at the 
bad box office signalled by mounting prestige among 
intellectuals and declining popularity among  teeny- 
boppers, the Beatles decided to abandon the rich vein that 
had produced ‘Sgt. Pepper’’ and those — fascinating 
compositions, “Strawberry. Fields” and “I Am the 
Walrus.”’ 


This act of creative apostasy announced the be- 
ginning of Rock Revival, the great roll back to 1957 and 
the joys of being once again a simple-minded teenager. 

Electing to scrape the old bubblegum off the wall and 
munch it into mulch again, the Beatles and their millions 
of followers became the first generation in history to 
decline the great adventure of their destiny in favor of a 
premature return to childhood and the cloying pleasures 
of nostalgia. 

Today, as a result of the determination of the past 
two years, rock culture stands at the opposite pole from 
where it stood in its peak period. 

The real fear should be that a generation which re- 
jects its inherited culture with such facility will inevitably 
reject or betray its own youth culture with the same 
jettisoning zeal. Counter-culture is largely*anti-culture:

That pungent perfume 
marking the pulp mill is not 
about to be expunged by 
scientists scrambling for 


Premier Bennett's $250,000 
deodorant prize. 

The mill mien say that 
~themselues, Sadly... 


They leave the distinct 
impression they wish it wasn’t 
so. They wish the prize would 
do the trick. Or a new pill, a 
miracle, anything. It would 
help lighten the pressure on 
them from pollution fighters 

Pulp mills all -over the 
world stink. It's‘ deep in the 
processing liquor which is 
their blood. Come along on a 
safari to the kraft mill at 
Crofton, near Duncan, to find 


out’ where the smell comes 
from, and why, and what’s in 
the wind for tomorrow. 

It’s an overwhelming ex- 
perience. You can get choked 
on the details, statistics, the 
chemistry of it before getting 
a close-up whiff of the evil 
odor itself. It you're-a- poor 
boob whe+ean—just—recall Na 
stands for Sodium, you're: in 
trouble early. 


& 

The first big problem, it 
seems, is your nose. People 
can detect the retten-egg 
stench of sulphur compounds 
from the mill's stacks when 
they are as faint as five parts 
per billion in the air, explains 
mill manager Bill Reynolds 

It doesn’t help that concen- 
tration and effect are logar- 


ithmic, meaning if the pollu- 
tants double, they smell mey- 
be 10 ‘times as bad 

We may be in the scientific 
70s but’ there isn’t a machine 
yet which can come close to 
the sensitivity of the nose. 

Changing .logs into paper 
involves cooking wood chips in 
such things” as ‘Sodfum “= 
droxide and Sodium Sulphide, 
Reynolds explains.

The digesters are connected 
to the blow tanks and~the 
blow tanks are connected to 
the .accumulater and the 
accumulater’s ‘connected to 
the oxidation towers ... 
(chorus: now hear the word of 
the Lord ...). 


There are number of things 
which-happen along the way 
to scrub the stink out of the 
gases. But the mill men -are 
frank to admit these pro- 
cesses are first and foremost 
to recover the chemicals and 
heat for re-cycling. 

Actually, the mill's oxida- 
tion towers are about 95 per 
cent effective in cleaning out 
the sulphur compounds, Rey- 
nolds says. 


After oxidation comes an 
evaporation stage and there's 
a chimney here that's offend- 
ing, says Hill 

Late in the recovery process 
waste products are burned 
from the black liquor in huge 
fiery furnaces. and the big 
stack from these furnaces, the 
one you can see miles away, 
is perhaps guiltiest of all. 

Hill suggests pollution from 
it might be reduced by 
altering. the oxygen flow in 
the furnaces. But this would 
cost the mill something in 
effectiveness. 

One of the steps in reconsti- 
tuting the liquor involves 
treating it with lime. The lime 
in turn is burned to be re-used 
and there’s another chimney 
on the lime kiln. Tests_have 
shown it is not guilty. 

So how does it all add up. 

The Crofton mill, is still at 
the stage of trying to find out 
which stacks are offending 
and how much. 

The mill men say they have 
to know where and. how big 
the problem is before they 
can work on what to do about 
it 

So they have installed 
devices to sample the gases at 
eight points and an expensive 
machine (about $20,000 count-

The agency's projects fall 
into three categorjes:; measur- 
ing experiments (they have 
their own under, way at 
Crofton), chemical studies to 
lab prove ideas and then the 
engineering on the mill site to 
put the proven idea to work.

I don’t want to completely 
throw out the importance of 
grain line, but I will tell you 
that with the finishes that are 
applied to most fabrics today, 
the fabric becomes stable. I 
would not get too excited 
about this. 


If the fabric was a. plaid or 
a woven horizontal pattern, 
naturally, it would matter 
very, much. This couldn’t be 
cut until it was straightened. 

I had the impression that 
uneven fabric was woven 
wrong. Since then I- have 
learned that it car -only be 
woven one way. The warp and 
the woof threads can only be 


woven vertically and horizon- | 


tally to each other. 


The fabric can be woven 
perfectly and still the print 
will be uneven. This is due to 


the way the fabric has been 
printed .or finished. It is 
usually more: important to 


match the print, rather than 
the grain line. If the fabric is 
of good quality with today’s 
finishes, I'm sure you won't 
have trouble with the way the 
garments hang.

KARPIN ON BRIDGE

Two of the world’s greatest 
Players are Terrence Reese 
and Boris Schapiro, both of 
London, England. An example 
of their skill can be evidenced 
in the deal presented today. It 
arose in the European Cham- 
pionships held in Montreux, 
Switzerland; in 1954. Reese 
was sitting in the South seat.

North’s raise to two hearts 
may appear to be “‘un-Ameri- 
ean,” but as Reese and 
Schapiro play it, a direct raise 
ef partner’s original response 
might well be made on only 
three trumps. In standard 
American bidding, most 


players, holding: the North 
hand, would have chosen to 
rebid two clubs. Had this been 
done, South might have rebid 
three no trump, with dire 
consequences. 

Had Reese captured the 
opening trump lead, and then 
drawn three rounds of trumps 
in the hope that the adversely 
beld trumps were divided 3-3, 
he would: have gone down. In 

this case, upon perceiving 
that East still retained the 
high jack of trumps, South 
would have started to run 
dummy’s clubs, in an attempt 
to get rid of one of his losing 
diamonds: As is evident, East 
would have ruffed the third 
club lead. The defenders 
would then have made three 
diamond tricks. 

But Reese’s primary con- 
cern was to make his con- 
tract. And so, appreciating 
that when six of a suit are 
outstanding, they do not 
figure to be divided 3-3, he 
made the very simple play of 
allowing West’s ten of trumps™ 
to capture the opening lead. 

From this point on, Reese’s 
sailing was-smooth. At trick 
two, West shifted to the queen 
of spades, which.was taken by 
South's ace (no other lead by 
West, at trick two, could have 
hurt declarer). A trump was 
led next to the board’s queen, 
after which the ace and king 
of trumps gathered in East's 
remaining pieces. When play 
had ended, Reese had made 
two spades, three hearts; and 
five clubs.

FLASHBACK ON CANADA 


- Boxing Champion 
; Became Minister 


By BOB BOWMAN 


It may seem unusual to 
ifclude a ‘sports story in these 
glimpses of history, but Cana- 
dian boxer Tommy Burns did 
make history on this day in 
1906 by winning the heavy- 
weight championship of the 
world. 

* Burns’ real name was Noah 
Brusso and he was born at 
Hanover, Ontario, He was five 
feet seven inches tall and 
usually weighed about 170 
pounds in the ring, yet he 
fought.as a heavyweight and 
got to the top. Although he 
Often fought men,who were 30 
or even 60 pounds*heavier, one 
of his advantages was an ex- 
traordinary reach of 74% 
inches. 

Burns won the world’s 
heavyweight title on February 
23, 1906, by defeating Marvin 
‘Hart in a 20-round fight at 
Los Angeles. He was immedi- 
ately challenged by a number 
of boxers. and fought. every 
one of them successfully until 


“he was defeated by huge Jack 


Johrison in Australia in 1908, 
Johnson was so big and strong 
that Burns could not land a 
blow and police stopped the 
fight in the 14th round to save 
him from further punishment. 

Burns went on fighting after 
fie lost the title and was 
successful in bouts at Cal- 
gary, Saskatoon, and Prince 
Rupert. He went over to 
Britain when he was 40 years 

and was defeated by Joe 
Beckett.. Then he retired and 
Went to live in Vancouver 
where he became a church 
minister until his death in 
1954. When the death notice 
appeared in the newspapers, 
few people knew that the 
great boxer had been living 
and working quietly in their 
midst for yéars. 

Tommy Burns really trans- 
formed professional . boxing 
and brought it into the big 
money class. He earned about 


$200,000 during his career. He 
never had a trainer or 
manager but looked after his 
own affairs. He wrote a book 
about boxing, and his meth- 
ods of physical training: were 
followed by athletes in many 
branches of sport.

Bad Breath Caused 
By Strong Emotions

Most of the really bad 
breaths I have encountered in 
half a century of practice 
and very distressing emotions.

In a few minutes I talked 
the woman into using her arm 
again. My impression was 

at. she was under tremen- 
dous nervous pressure, won- 
dering how I would react to 
her problem. When she found 
that I was friendy and—that 
my understanding of the 
situation was that her nerves 
had played a mean trick on 
her, and I did not blame her 
in any way, she calmed down.

AMONG METIS 


No Starvation 
Found by Probers 


SASKATOON {CP) — A 
four-man federal delegation 
sent to two Northern Sas- 
katchewan communities to 
check reports that Metis 
families there were on_ the 
verge of starvation, an- 
nounced Saturday that .no 
proof of ‘the allegations had 
been found. 

The delegations, headed by 
Dr. Stanley Haidasz, Liberal 
MP for Toronto Parkdale, 
flew to Meadow Lake, 185 
miles north of Saskatoon and 
from there to Buffalo Nar- 
rows, specifically see king 
Metis. who had claimed to be 
near starvation or given the 
names of others who were. ~ 

The investigation was 
ordered by federal health 
minister John Munro after 
Howard Adams of Saskatoon, 
president of the Metis Society 
of Saskatchewan, and two 
members of a society ad hoc 
committee charged Wednes- 
day that 5,000 Metis in the 
province are near starvation. 
They blamed restrictive Can- 
adian Wheat Board policies. 

Within an hour of | their 
return to Saskatoon the dele- 
gates ran into an open 
confrontation with Dr. Adams 
at a news conference 

Dr. Hisdasz told Dr. Adams 
that neither he nor other 
members of the delegation 
had seen any evidence of 
hunger or starvation in 
Meadow Lake or -Buffalo 
Narrows, and suggested that 
if Dr, Adams had a list of 
needy Metis families, he 
should present it to provincial 
welfare authorities. 

Dr. Haidasz said the dele- 
gation may have been ham- 
pered in its efforts to find 
starving Metis because Dr. 
Adams had refused to provide 
the list before the delegation 
left Saskatoon Saturday morn- 
ing.

That pungent perfume 
marking the pulp mill is not 


about to be expunged by 
scientists scrambling for 
Premier Bennett’s $250,000 
deodorant prize. 

The mill men say that 
themselves. Sadly.

Pulp mills all, over the 
world stink. It’s deep in the

The first big problem, it 
seems, is your nose.

There are number of things 
which happen along the way 
to scrub the stink out of the 
gases.

Actually, the mill's oxida- 
tion towers are about 95 per 
cent effective in cleaning out 
the sulphur compounds, ‘Rey- 
nolds says

After oxidation comes an 
evaporation stage and there's 
a chimney here that’s offend- 
ing, says Hill. 

Late in the recovery process 
waste products are burned 
from the black liquor in huge 
fiery furnaces and the big 
stack from these furnaces, the 
one you can see miles away, 
is perhaps guiltiest of all. 

Hill suggests pollution from 
it might be reduced by 
altering the oxygen flow in 
the furnaces. But this would 
cost the~mill something in 


effectiveness. 
One of the steps-in_reconsti- 
tuting the liquor involves 


treating it with lime. The lime 
in turn is burned to be re-used 
and there’s another chimney 
on the lime kiln. Tests have 
shown it is not guilty. 

So how does it all add up.

Most mills, along with the 
provincial government, sup- 
port B.C. Research, an inde- 
pendent agency based in 
Vancouver which has worked 
on mill air pollution for about 
12 years now. 

Heading its division of 
applied chemistry is Dr. Alan 
McIntyre, who estimates that 
$75,000 to $100,000 is being 
spent annually on this prob- 
lem in recent years. 


The agency's projects fall 
into three categories: measur- 
ing experiments (they have 
their’ own’ under way at 
Crofton), chemical studies to 
lab prove ideas and then the 
engineering on the mill site to 
put the proven ‘idea to work. 

The pulping industry is 
about where the ofl industry 
was 10 to 15 years ago with 
air pollution, says McIntyre. 
Gradual echnical improve- 
ments has erased most of the 
foul air around oil operations. 
- That's what he ‘predicts will 
happen at the pulp mills 
improvement spaced over the 
next decade and more. Old 
mills require periodic renovat- 
ing and that’s when thé new 
techniques to counter the 
smell will be installed. 

New pulp mills have got the 
message and are installing the 
latest anti-pollution measures 
when the plants are built.

Own Tax Plan 


MONTREAL (CP) Oppo- 
sition Leader Robert Stanfield 
has calied aii Canadians to 
unite in a fight to the finish 
against the tederal govern- 
ment's white paper on tax 
reforms and has proposed 
that low-income groups be 
given tax rebates for eco- 
nomic assistance. 

Stanfield told the annual 
congress of the Quebec wing 
of the Progressive Conserva- 
tive party during the weekend 
that the federal governmerit 
should provide $85,000,000 in 
tax rebates to help Canadians 
whom the Canada Economic 
Council considers poor. 

He called on the Liberal 
government to show proof of 
good intent in its budget 
scheduled to be tabled next 
month “by providing income 
tax rebates for all families 
considered economically un- 
derprivileged.”” 

Stanfield‘ proposed a three- 
point plan for economic 
assistance : , 

@ A reimbursement of 100 
per cent of taxes paid by 
persons living in poverty, that 
is, families of two earning 
less than $3,000 a year or 
families of four earning iess 
than $4,200; 

@ A reimbursement of 50 
per cent of taxes paid by 
persons: earning. up to $200 
more than those in the 
poverty category; 

@ A reimbursement of 5 
per cent of taxes paid by 
persons earning $200 to $300 
more than those . living in 
poverty. 

“This proposal would pro- 
vide assistarice . to about 
1,500,000  taxpayers,"’ Mr. 
Stanfield said. 


He said changes proposed in 
the white paper tabled last 
fall by Finance Minister E. J. 
Benson would ‘‘impose a very 
heavy load on Canadian tax~ 
payers and result in a serious 
blow to our economy.”

Freight, 
Mail Ban 
To Israel 


LONDON (CP) — 
Eight European airlines 
temporarily banned 
freight or mail to Israel 
in a continent-wide 
security clampdown 
today. Passenger lug- 
gage for Middle East 
flights was opened at 
several airports. 


Strengthened police details 
patrolled corridors and lobbies 
of air terminals in a search 
for possible saboteurs. Airline 
official and pilots’ associations 
hastily called meetings to 
discuss security measures. 

Stringent precautions were 
thrown around Lofdon’s 
Heathrow Airport and senior 
officials of 53 airlines using 
the airport debated how to 
prevent more bomb blasts on 
Israel-bound planes. 

Passenger baggage was 
searched and all travellers to 
Tel Aviv were askéd to 
identify their luggage before 
it was stowed aboard flights 
for Israel. Eight Tel Aviv 
flights were scheduled out of 
Heathrow during the day, 
three of them direct. 

Officials of the 53 airlines 
Spent the morning discussing 
how to frustrate sabotage 
attempts following the crash 
Saturday of a Swiss jet flying 
to Tel Aviv. The four-engined 
Coronado came down near the 
Swiss-German border with a 
loss of 47 lives. 

In London, British Overseas 
Airways Corp.,. and British 
European Airways banned 
freight to Israel, Other air- 
lines with cargo bans included 
Air France, Swissair, Royal 
Dutch Airlines, Lufthansa of 
West Germany, Austrian Air- 
lines and Sabena of Belgium. 

Tn Switzerland, .police and 
customs officials swarmed 
around passengers and par- 
cels headed for the . Middle 
East from Zurich and Geneva 
airports. 

Danish police guarding Kas- 
trup International Airport at 
Copenhagen were weighing 
whether to ask army help to 
protect Israel-bound flights. 

At Reim Airport in Munich, 
Germany; where one person 
was killed in an attack on an 
Israeli El Al plane Feb. 10, 
police armed with automatic 
pistols guarded E) Al passen- 
ger buses, Luggage of travel- 
lers for the Middle East was 
searched. 

An El Al spokesman in 
Frankfurt said the company’s 
airliners were under police 
surveillance and passenger 
lists were checked for suspi- 
cious names.

Arab Commandos 


American Tourist 
Dies in Attack

JERUSALEM — Arab commandos attacked a 
bus carrying 37 Americans on a tour of Israeli- 
occupied Jordan today, killing one woman and in- 


The bus, on a tour of Holy Land sites, was raked 
by machine gun fire, as it travelled near the village 
of Halhoul on the outskirts of Hebron. 


A second bus in the tour escaped without being 


One of the wounded Ameri- 
can women, Mrs. Tabea 
Damico of Atlantic City, N.J., 
told officials: 

“We were driving along out 
of Hebron ... when suddenly 
We were being shot at from 
all sides. We crawled under 
the seats for safety.” 


This new incident followed 
closely the_-suspected sabotag- 
ing of an Israeli-bound Swiss- 
air jetliner in which 47 
persons including 15 Israelis 
died Saturday. 

The Swiss government to- 
day called for an aviation 
security conference as soon as 
possible and suggested it take 
place “on, Swiss territorv.” 


VALID VISAS 


Switzerland also decided 
that all Arab nationals must 
have valid visas to enter the 
country and ordered stringent 
controls to prevent Palestine 
commandos from entering 
and using Arab passports, 

As well, Switzerland has set 
out rigid police measures 
involving Arab nationals. 

Meanwhile, in Amman, Jor- 
dan and Arab commando 
groups Sunday night reached 
a comprise agreement that 
appears to have ended -the 
latest crisis between govern- 
ment and guerrillas in this 
Arab kingdom. 

“The crisis is over,” a 
member of the commando 
negotiating team reported. 
“We will be restrained. in our 
actions but our movement will 
continue."’ 

NEW REGULATIONS 

The latest crisis between 
King Hussein's government 
and the Palestinian. com- 
mandos started Feb. 10 when 
Hussein issued broad security 
regulations prohibiting carry- 
ing weapons in public, stock- 
piling of weapons and explo- 
sives, collecting money with 
arms and wearing uniforms 
for personal gain. 

A commando spokesman 
indicated the guerrilas will 
discipline themselves and that 
the government security 
measures aimed at them will 
not be enforced. ‘‘We consider 
that the measures were never 
issued,” he said. 

When the measures were 
announced the guerrillas said 
they would not respect them 
and would resist any attempts 
to disarm them.

In War on Pulp Mill Smell _

That pungent perfume 
marking the pulp mill is not 


about to be expunged by 
scientists scrambling for 
Premier Bennett's $250,000 
deodorant prize. 

The mill. men say that 
themselvés. Sadly. 

They leave the distinct 


* jmpression they wish it wasn’t 


so. They wish the prize would 
do the trick. Or a new pill, a 
miracle, anything. It would 
help lighten the pressure on 
them from pollution fighters. 

Pulp mills all over the 
world stink. It’s deep in the 
processing liquor which | is 
their blood, Come along on a 
safari to the kraft mill at 
Crofton, near Duncan, to find 


out where the smell comes 
from, and why, and what’s in 
the wind for tomorrow. 

lt's an overwhelming ex- 
perience. You can get choked 
on the details, statistics, the 
chemistry of it before getting 
a close-up whiff of the evil 
odor itself. It you're a poor 
boob who can just recall Na 
stands for Sodium, you're in 
trouble early. 


e 

The first big problem, it 
seems, is your nose, People 
can detect the rotten-egg 
stench of sulphur compounds 
from the mill's stacks when 
they are as faint as five parts 
per billion in the air, explains 
mill manager Bill Reynoids. 

It deesn’t help that concen- 
tration and effect are logar- 


ithmic, meaning if the pollu- 
tants double, they smell may- 
be 10 times as bad. 

We may be in the scientific 
70s but there isn’t a machine 
yet which can come close to 
the sensitivity of the nose 

Changing logs into paper 
involves cooking wood chips in 
such things as Sodium Hy- 
droxide and Sodium Sulphide, 
Reynolds explains. This 
makes the glue holding the 
fibres together let go

“Wood *¢hemistry is very 
complicated,” says Deryk 
Hill, assistant technical super- 
intendent, “because: wood is 
complicated chemically.” 

Up on top of the batch 
digesters he proves it, tracing 
the maze of fat black pipes 
and tanks where gases and 
pulp and black liquor go and 
what they do when they get 
there. 

The digesters are connected 
to the blow tanks and the 
blow tanks are connected to 
the accumulater and the 
accumulater’s connected to 
the oxidation towers 
(chorus: now hear the word of 
the Lord ...). 

There are number of things 
which happen along the way 
to' scrub the stink out of the 


gases. But the mill men are 
frank to admit these pro- 


cesses are first and foremost 
to recover the chemicals and 
heat for re-cycling. 

Actually, the mill’s oxida- 
tion towers are about 95 per 
cent effective in. cleaning out 
the sulphur compounds, Rey- 
nolds says. 

. 


After oxidation comes an 
evaporation stage and there's 
a chimney here that's offend- 
ing, says Hill. 

Late in the recovery process 
waste products are burned 
from the black liquor in huge 
fiery furnaces and the big 
stack from these furnaces, the 
one you can see miles away, 
is perhaps guiltiest of all. 

Hill suggests pollution from 
it might be reduced by 
altering the oxygen flow in 
the furnaces. But this would 
cost the mill something in 
effectiveness. 

One of the steps in reconsti- 
tuting the liquor involves 
treating it with lime. The lime 
in turn is burned to be re-used 
and there’s another chimney 
on the lime kiln. Tests have 
shown it is not guilty. 

So how does it all add up. 

The Crofton mill, is still at 
the stage of trying to find out 
which stacks are offending 
and how much. 

The mill men say they have 
to know where and how big 
the problem is before they 
can work on what to do about 
it. 

So they have _ installed 
devices to sample the gases at 
eight points and an expensive 
machine (about $20,000 count- 
ing installation) to measure 
the pollutants.

pendent agency based in 


Vancouver which has worked 
on mill air pollution for about 
12 years now 

Heading its division of 
applied chemistry is Dr. Alan 
McIntyre, who estimates that 
$75,000 to $100,000 is being 
spent annually on this prob- 
lem in recent years. 


The agency's projects fall 
into three categories: measur- 
ing experiments (they have 
their own under way at 
Crofton), chemical studies to 
lab prove ideas and then the 
engineering on the mill site to 
put the proven idea to work. 

The pulping industry is 
about where the oil industry 
was 10 to 15 years ago with 
air pollution, says McIntyre. 
Gradual . technical improve- 
ments has erased most of the 
foul air around oil operations. 

That's what he predicts will 
happen at the pulp mills 
improvement spaced over the 
next decade and more. Old 
mills require periodic renovat- 
ing and that's when the new 
techniques to counter the 
smell will be installed. 

New pulp mills have ‘got the 
message and are installing the 
latest anti-pollution measures 
when the plants are built. 

“This kind of thing has in 
the past sometimes brought 
forward useful ideas,’’ Me- 
Intyre says of the bit prize.

MONTREAL (CP} Oppo- 
sition Leader Robert Stanfield 
has called -all Canadians to 
unite in a fight to the finish 
against the federal govern- 
ment’s white paper-on tax 
reforms and has proposed 
that low-income groups be 
given. tax- rebates for__eco- 
nomic assistance 


Stanfield told the annual 
congress of the Quebec wing 
of the Progressive Conserva- 
tive party during the weekend 
that the federal government 
should provide $85,000,000 in 
tax rebates to help Canadians 
whom the Canada Economic 
Council considers poor. 

He called ‘on the Liberal 
government to show proof of 
good intent in its budget 
scheduled to be tabled next 
month ‘“by providing income 
tax rebates for all families 
considered -economically un- 
derprivileged.” 

Stanfield proposed a three- 
point plan for economic 
assistance : 

@ A reimbursement of 100 
per cent of taxes paid by 
persons. living in- poverty, that 
is, families of two earning 
less than $3,000 a year or 
families of four earning less 
than $4,200; 


“"—@ <A reimbursement of 50 


percent of taxes paid by 
persons earning up to $200 
more than those in the 
poverty category; 

@ A reimbursement of 25 
per cent of taxes paid by 
persons earning $200 to $300 
more than those living in 
poverty. = 

“This proposal would pro- 
vide assistance . to about 
1,390,000 taxpayers,’ Mr., 
Stanfield said. 


He said changes proposed in 
the white paper tabled last 
fall by Finance Minister E. J. 
Berison would “‘impose a very 
heavy load on Canadian tax- 
payers and resuit-in a serious 
blow to our economy.”
